pelled to abandon the burning gir! to 
save themselves. James Heaston, an- 
other neighbore had by this time 
rushed in and, seeing Miss Warren 
writhing on the floor, her clothes still 
ablaze, he tore and cut away all that 
remained of them and extinguished 
the Names, but not in time to save her. 

The charred body of the still con- 
scious girl was tenderly placed upon a 
couch and everything possible was 
done to alleviate her suffering. Dr.

ASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—For sev-

sion of the negotiations with Colombia, 
the President said: “I regret the re- 
port that, contrary to all expectations, 
the government of the republic of 
Colombia refused to ratify the treaty 
for building a canal across the Isth- 
mus of Panama.” 

et - Then, after stating that the treaty 
had been negotiated at the earnest re- 
ques; of the government of Colombia 
and subsequently. was disapproved by 
the Colombian Senate, the President 
said that the powers exercised by the 
United States under treaty of 1846 
were so large in the protection of tran- 
ait across the isthmus that it sometimes 
„ had been questioned whether it was 
nedessary now to obtain a treaty for 
the purpose of building a canal. Con- 
tinuing he wrote: 

“High authorities on international 
law hold that the canal can be dug as 
an incident to exercising the wer to 
prevent the obstruction of traffic across 
the isthmus. Nevertheless, in accord- 
ance with our settled policy of behav- 
ing with scrupulous fairness and gen- 
erosity toward our weaker sister re- 
publics of the south, taking no posi- 
tion that can even by implication be 
treated as unfriendly, unless literally 
forced thereto, we have endeavored to 

vide for the building of the canal 
treaty. In this treaty we went as 
far as it was possible for us to go in 
the direction of making concessions to 
the Unitéd States of Colombia. No 
further concessions can or should be 
by this government.” 
CANAL 1ST BE DUG. 

The President then stated that the 
circumstances of the canal case were 
peculiar. The canal, sald he, must be 
dug. It was demanded by the interests 
of this nation and by those of the to- 
ized world. The United States had so!- 
emnly. pledged its word that it should

This 
nation does not desire to be unreason- 
able or impatient, but it cannot and 
will not permit any body of men per- 
manently to obstruct one of the great 
world highways of traffic, and refusal 
ta permit the building of the canal 
amounts to such obstruction. ofr 
course, to insist upon unreasonable 
terms is equivalent to a refusal.” 

Adverting to that phrase of the 


Spooner law wihch says that the Pres- 


dem shall have reasOnabie time to de- 
termine as between the Panama and 
Nicaragua routes, the President wrote: 
“Reasonable time in the case of such 
an enterprise as this, an enterprise 
which has been thought of for 
nearly four centuries, which has been 
planned in detail and worked at for 
half a century, and which. when com- 
pleted, will endure for ages and win 
change the geography of a hemiephere 
and the trade routes of the world, 
must, of course. mean whatever time 
is necessary to convince ourselves that 
the course we are following is ‘oe and 


proper. 
“It seems evident that, in a matter 
such as this, we should finally de- 
cide which is the best route, and if
